Wrong Indeed 


TO THE EDITOR: 


I should be patent to ob- 
servers of the weekly exchanges - 
“‘Zubkoff vs Bowman’? - that 
something. is inherently wrong 
with the drift of the present GHI 
board of directors toward becom- 
ing engaged in outside business 
enterprises. 

Something is wrong indeed, 
if Mr. Bowman’s inept replies 
to simple, direct questions, such 
as those posed by Mr. Zubkoff, 
are to be construed as 
representative of the board’s at- 
titude toward sound administra- 
tive practices. 

If Mr. Bowman’s unartful dodg- 
ing of issues is indicative of 
anything at all, it is that the GHI 
board is in desperate need of 
change. 

It should be apparent, even to 
the most apthetic members of 
GHI, that something should be 
done - and soon, to counter the 
present trend of the Board toward 
injudicious practices which would 
in effect, constitute acts plac- 
ing GHI members in the posi- 
tion of underwriting financial 
undertakings for which GHI was 
never designed. 

Mr, Bowman’s vague response 
to the Zubkoff queries should have 
the effect of spelling out for the 
membership, in bold letters, the 
urgent need for individual home- 
owners to acquaint themselves 
with the issues involved and to 
persuade them to play an in- 
creasingly active role in help- 
ing to make the decisions in- 
volving their own financial in- 
terests. 

Some of these decisions, ifleft 
entirely to the discretion of the 
present board of directors, could 
very well have an adverse effect 
on the organization as a whole; 
and, finally be reflected down to 
the individual Greenbelt home- 
owner in the form of increased 
costs and added obligations -- 
none of which are part of theorig- 
inal concept of GHL, 

Rather, it should be assumed 
that the basic principles involved 
in the formation of the Greenbelt 
Veteran’s Housing Corporation ~

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Proposed Budget Asks 


Tax Increase to $1.97 


By AL SKOLNIK 


City manager Charles T. 
McDonald presented to city 
council last Monday night a 1961- 
62 budget of $334,120, calling 
for a tax increase of 0.37 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 
The present tax rate is $1.60. 
The tax increase reflects an 
anticipated increase in expendi- 
tures of $43,047 or 14.8 per- 
cent over the current year. 

Two major items expecte 
to contribute to the increased 
budget for the year starting 
July 1, 1961 are expenditures 
of (1) $15,858 on the debt in- 
curred for the $200,000 build- 
ing loan approved at the 1959 
election and (2) $18,562 for the 
operation of.the Youth Center, 
which would be offset only in part 
by income of $6,000 from the 
building. 

The budget does not reflect any 
general salary increase nor any 
capital improvement items. Mc- 
Donald stated that it is general 
opinion. that a cost-of-living 
increase is in order for city 
employees, since the last in- 
crease granted was in June 1959 
and employees of the Federal 
Government and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. doing comparable 
work have had substantial in- 
creases since then. 

As for the capital improvement 
budget, McDonald stated that this

Thereafter, any GHI member 
wishing to get his name on the 
ballot must submit a petition 
signed by at least 10 GHI mem- 
bers.

is awaiting recommendations of 
the advisory planning board. He 
renewed a suggestion that surplus 
funds as accrued be allocated to 
finance needed capital improve- 
ments. An operating surplus of 
between $4,000-$5,000 is antici- 
pated for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1961. 

McDonald anticipates that the 
city will obtain $136,752 in reve- 
nue from sources other than real 
property taxes, leaving $182,368 
to be raised through a property 
tax of $1.9715 on an estimated 
valuation of $9,250,000. This new 
base represents an increase of 
$92,040 over last year’s actual 
tax base. McDonald held out hope 
that ‘‘some work now started at 
the Beltway Plaza, and plans 
proceeding for early action at the 
Perkins apartment site’’ will im- 
prove substantially the assess- 
able base, though not in time 
to affect the 1961 tax rate. 

The city council will hold the 
first of a series of meetings on 
the budget on Monday, May 8, 
at 8:30 p.m. in the city of- 
fices. The budget must be adopted 
by June 10. 

INCREASED EXPENDITURES 

‘The Youth Center expenditure 
budget of $18,562 calls for 
$12,362 tobe expended in salaries 
and $6,200 in other operating ex- 
penses. Among the programs ex- 
pected to be served by these ex- 
penditures are men’s gym,

and refer mainly to rises in 
Salaries and the cost of supplies 
and equipment, These increases 
include $1,700 for salaries of ad- 
ditional help in the city offices, 
$300 for conferences and 
training, $300 for the advisory 
planning board, $650 for the Sept - 
ember city elections, $550 for 
pringting costs incurred in con- 
nection with charter changes, 
$750 for janitorial services in 
the city offices, $1,000 for police 
department salaries to cover ad- 
ministrative grade increases and 
extra part time, $1,300 to cover 
cost of uniforms and laundry for 
public works and waste collection 
personnel (heretofore paid by the 
employee), $1,300 for municipal 
park expenditures including re- 
placement . of _ softball field 
lighting fixtures and new grills 
at lake, $700 for clerical help 
in the recreation office, and $665 
for pension contributions. 

Offsetting these increases in 
only a small degree are re- 
ductions of $600 resulting from 
the elimination of the position of 
public health nurse and of $525 
resulting from reduced ap- 
propriation for the community 
band. 

It is anticipated that the bus 
service will operate at a deficit 
of $3,800 in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1962, compared with an 
estimated deficit of $3,000 forthe 
present fiscal year.

EXPECTED REVENUE 

According to the 1961-62 
budget, income from sources 
other than real property taxes 
will crease by $5,000 over 1960- 
61, mainly due to the operation 
of the Youth Center, Some ad- 
ditional income is also expected.

Join Up and Learn 


Open letter to Harry Zubkoff: 

You and Bruce--both friends 
of ours--have written a great 
deal lately about housing for the 
elderly (among other things)-- 
but we think it’s time for you, 
Harry, to do a little more study 
and--for now--less letter writ- 
ing. You admittedly are not an 
expert on the subject (neither 
are we), but since you are con- 
cerned about it, here’s your 
chance to join us an learn more 
about housing for the elderly 
and GHFs role--if any--in it, 
pro and con. 

But, first, a few facts about 
retirement housing. 

If you believe, Harry, that 
the best place for the aging 
members of our population: is 
‘out of sight and conveniently 
out of mind (for those not in 
their age-group), then the nurs- 
ing home you proposed in your 
letter last week would be the 
best ‘‘solution’’ to the numerous 
problems posed by the astron- 
omical increase in the percent- 
age of the aged in the American 
population. But if you believe, 
population, but if you believe-- 
as do those participating in the 
recent White House Conference 
on Aging--that our senior citi- 
zens deserve, with the rest of 
us, a chance for independence 
and personal dignity, then you 
will be happy to learn that there 
are other alternatives. 

A special type of housing - 
preferably low in cost - which 
is appropriate to the diminishing 
physical abilities of the aged 
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| 4s a relatively new concept in 


the whole field of residence de- 
sign. This special housing in- 
corporates features which are 
not freakish - usually quite the 
contrary - but which imprve 
the convenience, comfort and 
safety of the residents of such 
housing, whatever their age. At 
the same time, these features 
may be necessary to those of 
failing physical ability. 

For example, a bathroom door. 
wide enough to get a wheelchair 
through and the absence of door- 
sills may make the difference 
between allowing a patient to 
go home to recuperate in self- 
sufficient independence or to re- 
main in the expensive confines of 
a hospial. ‘‘The key to self- 
sufficiency and independence, 
particularly to continuing in-

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dependence,’’ as a study by the 
New York state Division of Hous- 
ing points out, “‘is largely to be 
found in the provision of proper 
housing in a proper environment 
which permits (the aged), despite 
their infirmities, to manage their 
own daily activities.”’ 

You mentioned that a third of 
GHI housing was appropriate for 
the elderly. Probably you were 
thinking of cost alone andassum- 
ing that any of the frame homes 
would fall into the proper price 
range. But to what proportion of 
the aged would these be appro- 
priate from a physical point of 
view? Ina study (made in Scot- 
land in 1960) of 868 persons 
over 60 years old, 357 of those 
who were ambulant (able to walk) 
had difficulty climbing stairs, 
and 14% of those needed help. 
Stairs are out in any retirement 
housing project. Only the 16 
“‘honeymoon cottages’’ and the 
71 first-floor frame apartments 
now operated by GHI fulfill this 
one feature of eliminating stair 
climbing. _ But even these GHI 
apartments are inadequate in 
many other ways to fulfill some 
of the. basic physical needs of 
retired persons and the aged. 
Are you familiar with the proper 
height of kitchen sinks? Of the 
desired design of storage space? 
Heating requirements ? 

Because the whole field of 
retirement housing is so new 
and because the numbers of the 
aged in the population are in- 
creasing so rapidly, the federal 
goverment has been trying to 
encourage private and public re- 
tirement housing developments to 
serve as pilot projects. On the 
surface, anorganization like GHI, 
whose sole busness is housing, 
should be admirably suited to 
build one of these pilot develop- 
ments, especially if a real GHI 
member need exists for this 
special housing,

advisability of increasing the Board to five members, now therefore: 


BE IT RESOLVED AND ORDAINED that Section 731A, Personnel 
Board - Appointment, Removal, Duties (Ord. No. 419, Greenbelt 
City Council, May 2, 1960) shall be and hereby is amended to read 
as follows: (Underlined material is added; bracketed material is 
deleted.) 


“Sec. 731A. Personnel Board - Appointment, Removal, Duties. 
There shall be a Personnel Board consisting of five (three) members 
who shall be appointed by the Council. The Council shall designate 
one of the five (three) as chairman. Members of the Personnel 
Board shall serve for aterm of six years, except that of the members 
first appointed: One shall be appointed for six years; one shall 

i i + one shall be appointed for four years; 
one shall be i and one for two years. 
Vacancies in an unexpired term shall be filled by the Council by 
appointment for the remainder of the term. A member of the Board 
may be removed by Council for cause only and after being given a 
written statement of the charges against him and a public hearing 
on the charges if he so requests. A certified copy of the charges 
and a transcript of the record shall be filed with the City Manager. 
No member of the Personnel Board shall hold any other elective or 
appointive office in the city government. Members of the Board 
must be residents o/, ana residing in, the City of Greenbelt. 


‘‘The Board shall have power and shall be required to: 
(1) Advise the Council and Manager on problems concerning 
Jersonnel administration. 


(2) During the months of January and February make any study 
which it may consider desirable concerning the administration of 
personnel in the municipal service, and report to the City Manager 
and the Council on or before March 1O its findings, conclusions and 
recommendations. s 


(3) Perform such other duties with reference to personnel ad- 
| ministration, not inconsistent with this charter, as the Council 
| may specify by ordinance or resolution. 


(4) The Board shall have the power to establish, amend, repeal, 
or add to rules on its own initiative governing its operation, but such 
rules shall be in conformity with this charter. 


(S) Conduct. hearings, public or private, if requested by the 
employee, in accordance with this charter and its own rules on appeals 
‘iJed under the provisions of Section 754 of this charter as amended.””
